FIRST DAY 

Wednesday, September 27, 1916. 

The thirty-second session of the Dakota Annual Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, convened in the First Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, Watertown, S. D., September 27, 1916, Bishop Charles Bayard 
Mitchell, D.D., LL.D., presiding. The Conference united in singing Hymn 
No. 1. The sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was administered by the 
Bishop, assisted by the District Superintendents, and the Bishop addressed 
the Conference. 

Roll Call— The secretary of the last Conference called the roll and 
ninety-three members and ten probationers responded to their names. , 

Organization — On motion of G. W. Rosenberry, G. D. Brown was re- 
elected secretary, and on his nomination, I. M. Hargett, H. P. Eberhart 
and F. E. Morrison were elected assistant secretaries. 

On motion of S. E. Brown, C. B. Harrold was re-elected statistical 
secretary and on his nomination, F. C. Page, H. W. Bunton, S. W. Marble, 
A. L. Olson and W. P. Slocum were elected assistant statisticians. 

On motion of P. O. Bunt, J. M. Hunter was re-elected treasurer and on 
his nomination, N. A. Christensen, W. N. Deller, O. M. Hyde, H. E. Rice, 
E. E. Vernon and R. E. Rich were elected assistant treasurers. 

J. M. Hunter was authorized to handle the Conference funds. 

Postmaster — A. L. Wilson was elected postmaster. 

Reporter — On motion of C. E. Matteson, J. T. Gurney was elected re- 
porter to the daily papers and to the Northwestern Christian Advocate. 

On nomination of E. E. Hunt, C. E. Wilcox and L. W. Darling were 
elected assistant railroad secretaries. 

Time of Meeting — The time of meeting was fixed at 8:15 A. M., and the 
time for adjournment at 12 M. 

Conference Bar — The bar of the Conference was fixed to include the 
first seven rows of pews. 

On motion of T. S. Bassett a statistical session was called for 1 :30 P. M. 

Greetings — The secretary read a telegram of greetings from Bishop 
Thomas Nicholson. 

On motion of G. T. Notson, Bishop Nicholson was elected by a unani- 
mous vote, an honorary member of this Conference. 

On motion of T. B. Wilbur, the secretary was instructed to send return 
greetings to Bishop Nicholson, and inform him of the action of the Confer- 
ence in making him an honorary member. 
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Introductions — The Rev, J. A. Mulfinger, Associate Secretary of the 
Board of Conference Claimants and the Rev. C. E. Kline, representing the 
Church Temperance Society were introduced and they addressed the Con- 
ference. 

On motion of W. O. Redfield, the secretary was instructed to send a 
resolution of sympathy to Dr. J. B. Hingeley, who is in deep sorrow over 
the death of his son. 

Question Fourteen — Was the character of each preacher examined, 
was taken up. P. O. Bunt, W. S. Shepherd, C. E. Matteson, G. W. Rosen- 
berry and O. E. Boyce, district superintendents were called, passed in char- 
acter and they read their reports. 

Drafts — The bishop announced drafts from the John C. Rose fund of 
$34.48, and from the Book Concern of $2,246,00, and they were turned 
over to the treasurer. 

A report from the Book Committee was read by the secretary. 

G. N. Gage was elected agent for the Methodist Review. 

On motion of G. T. Notson all candidates for reception on trial and for ad- 
mission into full membership, and all members desiring change of Confer- 
ence relation shall appear before the Conference Relations Committee. 

On motion of G, D. Brown it was ordered that all reports be typewritten 
on regular size typewriter paper, and that ‘the standing committee reports 
be furnished in duplicate. 

On motion of G. T, Notson the memorial service was made the order 
of the day, following the reading of the minutes Thursday. 

The bishop appointed J. S. Hoagland to preside at the statistical session. 

Committees were called, announcements were made and the Conference 
adjourned. 

AFTERNOON SESSION 

Wednesday, September 27, 1916. 

J. S. Hoagland called the Conference to order at 1 :30 P. M. “A Charge 
To Keep 1 Have” was sung and J. S. Harkness led in prayer. 

The pastors’ reports were gathered. 

On motion of G. T. Notson the committee on resolutions were requested 
to incorporate in their report a resolution of appreciation for the courtesy 
the railroads extended to the pastors of Rapid City District. 

On motion of J. M. Hunter, and after full discussion, the following reso- 
lution was adopted ; 

1. That the basis of payment for the publication of the Conference 
minutes be, for the year 1916-17, 25 cents per $100, or major fraction 
thereof of the salaries of the pastors and district superintendents exclusive 
of house rent. 

2. That wherever practicable, this item be included in the local church 
budget as a part of the necessary church expense. 

3. That this item be incorporated in the pastors’ report to the Confer- 
ence treasurer, and be considered as much an obligation as any other item 
of the report. 

On motion of I. M. Hargett, the deficit on the minutes of 1915 was au- 
thorized added to the amount to be collected for the minutes of 1916 and 
prorated on the same basis. 
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On motion of W. A. Black, the committee on resolutions was requested 
to prepare a suitable resolution in memory of the late Bishop Luccock. 

Announcements were made and the Conference adjourned. 

SECOND DAY 

Thursday, September 28, 1916. 

Conference convened at 8:15 A. M., Thursday, September 28, 1916. Hymn 
No. 388 was sung and I. M. Hargett led in prayer. The bishop addressed 
the Conference on “The Preacher as a Man." 

The minutes of the previous sessions were read and approved. 

Memorial Service — The memorial services were in charge of G. T. 
Notson. Hymn No. 332 was sung and G. D. Brown led in prayer. Memo- 
rials were read by the following: J. S. Harkness for Mrs. F. L. Bromaghim, 
G. T. Notson for Mrs. L. A. McDonald and Mrs. W. H. Cory, and P. O. 
Bunt for Mrs. Ernest Redmayne. G. T. Notson announced the death of 
Mrs. Eddy T. Underwood, the wife of a former pastor of this Confer- 
ence. The service closed with prayer by the Bishop. 

Moved by G. T. Notson that the memoirs read appear in the printed 
minutes, and the motion prevailed. 

On motion of G. T. Notson, it was ordered that the memoirs hereafter 
be printed in advance by the committee on memoirs and placed in the hands 
of the Conference at the memorial service, and that an address be given by 
some member of the Conference upon that occasion. 

Question Fourteen was resumed. The effective elders of the Con- 
ference were called, all but two, J. M. Tibbetts and Percy Kenderdine, were 
passed in character, and those present gave their reports. 

J. M. Tibbetts and Percy Kenderdine surrendered their parchments and 
were allowed to withdraw from the ministry and membership of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church. 

Greetings — Letters of greetings from J. E. Crowther and A. P. James 
were read by the secretary. 

The members under special appointment were called and passed in char- 
acter. 

The secretary announced that Thomas Davies, who was elected to elder’s 
orders at the Conference session of 1914 was ordained by Bishop Leete 
at the seat of the Kentucky Conference, Covington, Ky., September 5, 
1915. 

On motion of C. E. Matteson, W. E. Hartung was changed from the 
supernumerary relation to the effective relation. 

On motion of J. S. Hoagland, the hour for the bishop’s address to the 
class for admission to the Conference was fixed at 11:00 A. M. Friday. 

The following committee to consider the case of W. J. Waltz with a 
view to his location was appointed by the Bishop : S. E. Brown, C. E. 
Hager, T. S. Bassett, Lawrence L. Layne and R. C. Shearer. 

Question Twenty-four — ^Who are the retired preachers, was taken up. 
D. W. Chamberlain, C. B. Clark, G. J. Corwin, E. E. Dean, W. D. Deeble, 
W. I. Graham, W. O. Gram, J. G. Hall, Lewis Hartsough, A. Jamison, A. 
S. Loveall, O. A. Phillips, R. C. McReynolds, T. Simmons, A. E. Tanner, 
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J. A. Willey, T. H. Youngman, H. I. Farr, were passed in character and 
continued in the same relation. 

Letters of greeting were read from several of these brethren and Thomas 
Simmons being present, addressed the Conference. 

On motion of A. E. Carhart a vote of thanks was extended to W. I. 
Graham for the surrender of his claim on the Conference Claimants fund 
this year. 

Presentation — On behalf of the pastors of the Watertown District, R. 
A. Bruce with a few well-chosen words, presented to Mrs. O. E. Boyce 
a beautiful bouquet of roses and to O. E. Boyce a gift of gold. 

Question Thirty-six — Where shall The next Conference be held, was 
taken up. Invitations from Brookings and Pierre were extended. The 
vote was taken and Brookings received thirty-five votes and Pierre sixty- 
three. 

On motion of R. A. Bruce the choice of Pierre as the next place of 
meeting was made unanimous. 

On motion of R. G. Minkler, J. H. Ebert was substituted for J. W. Pot- 
ter on the Deaconess Board of Nine. 

On motion of R. E. Tarletbn, the following committee on courtesy of 
the floor was appointed by the Bishop, R. E. Tarleton, O. W. Butterfield 
and J. S. Hoagland. 

On motion of R. A. Bruce, Eugene Allen was substituted for J. W. Pot- 
ter on the committee on evangelism. 

H. B. Nash and E. J. Fish were substituted for Ernest Redmayne and 
E. F. Lovett on the committee on auditing district superintendents’ accounts. 

Committees were called. 

Announcements were made, and the Conference adjourned with the 
benediction by the Bishop. 

THIRD DAY 

Friday, September 29, 1916. 

Opening — Conference convened at 8:15 A. M. Friday, September 29, 
1916, Bishop Mitchell presiding. Hymn No. 551 was sung afld G. W. 
Rosenberry led in prayer. The Bishop addressed the Conference on “The 
Man As a Preacher.” 

The minutes of the last session were read and approved. 

Special Committees — R. E. Tarleton, J. B. Dibble, W. T. Ferguson, 
H. W. Minish, L. L. Layne, were elected a committee to report on the 
status of the cases of J. M. Tibbetts and Percy Kenderdine. 

To this committee was also committed the case of F. M. Faith.

S. B. Lowrie was admitted to full membership, was graduated from the 
course of study and elected to elder’s orders. 

Question Nine — What members are in the studies of the third year, 
was taken up. J. H. Spencer, an undergraduate in the studies of the third 
year was announced transferred from the Detroit Conference. 

Nels A. Christensen, George H. Book and Charles E. McDonald were con- 
tinued in the studies of the third year. 

Henry C. Alley and Samuel W. Marble, were advanced to the studies of the 
fourth year. 

Question Ten — What members are in the studies of the fourth year, 
was taken up. 

Leroy W. Darling, Perley H. Weston and Anthony L. Wilson were con- 
tinued in the studies of the fourth year. 

Question Eleven — What members have completed the Conference 
course of study, was taken up. Arthur H. Beardsley and John D. Evans 
were graduated from the Conference course of study and elected to elder’s 
orders to be ordained elsewhere. 

Charles B. Dennison, Orrin P. Jackson and Frank Tanner were gradu- 
ated from the course of study and elected to elder’s orders. 

John L. Walsh and Peter V. Brethorst were permitted to withdraw 
from the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal church at their ov*^n re- 
quest. 

Question Twelve — What others have been elected and ordained dea- 
cons, was taken up. 

J. R. Krins was elected to local deacon’s orders. 

Bishop’s Address — Henry B. Nash, Lloyd H. Rising, and S. B. Lowrie 
were called forward, answered the disciplinary questions, were addressed by 
the Bishop and received into the Conference. 
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Introductions — F. M. Rule, representing the Woman’s College, Jackson- 
ville, 111., Dr. Eugene Allen, the Rev. J. L. Sheldon, the Rev. J. H. Spen- 
cer, Mrs. W. P. Eveland, widow of the late Bishop Eveland, Miss White, 
returned missionary from Japan, and Dr. Plannett of the Detroit Conference 
were introduced to the Conference. 

Committees were called, announcements were made and the Conference 
adjourned with the benediction by the Bishop. 

FOURTH DAY 

September 30, 1916. 

Opening — The Conference convened at 8:15 with Bishop Mitchell in 
the chair. A hymn was sung and F. W. Stoll led in prayer. 

The Bishop addressed the Conference on “The Preacher as a Pastor.” 

The minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 

Question Twenty — Was taken up. The report of the special commit- 
tee of five was read as follows : 

Your committee appointed to consider the cases of J. M. Tibbetts, Percy 
Kenderdine and F. M. Faith, recommend : 

1. That the withdrawal of J. M. Tibbetts be accepted and the secre- 
tary of the Conference be instructed to record after his name “withdrawn 
under complaints,” in accordance with par. 269 of the discipline. 

2. That the withdrawal of Percy Kenderdine be accepted and that the 
secretary be instructed to record after his name “withdrawn under com- 
plaints,” as above. 

3. That in the case of F. M. Faith the secretary is instructed to notify 
F. M. Faith that the Conference requests him to locate. 

Each case was put before the Conference separately and the recom- 
mendations adopted. 

Question Twenty-three — Who are the supernumerary preachers, was 
taken up. J. D. Evans, W. A. Greene, J. E. Norvell, B. F. Stiles, were con- 
tinued in the supernumerary relation. 

C. M. Stebbins was continued in the supernumerary relation with the 
request to locate next year. 

E. E. Saxton, E. E. Holmes, A. E. Bennett, P. J. Lawson and J. R. 
Payne were granted the supernumerary relation. 

G. H. Book, W. J. Douglass and W. E. Gale were granted the effective 
relation. 

On motion of W. S. Shepherd, the secretary was instructed to send a 
message of sympathy and love to W. A. Greene, who is seriously ill. 

The Conference authorized W. J. Calfee to send a message of greeting 
to our soldier boys on the border. 

Question Twenty-four — Was resumed. A. E. Carhart was granted 
the retired relation at his own request. 

Question Twenty-five — ^Who are the triers of appeals, was taken up. 
The following named were appointed, C. E. Hager, J. S. Ellis, T. S. Bas- 
sett, J. B. Dibble, R. A. Bruce, W. T. Ferguson, W. P. Slocum. 

Transfers — The Bishop announced the following transfers: C. S. 

Lyles from the Des .Moines, L. J. Sheldon from the North Indiana, J. 
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A. Spencer from the Detroit, G. W. Roberts from the North Dakota and 
Eugene Allen from the North Indiana. J. W. Potter to the North Indi- 
ana, B. W. McEldowney to the Des Moines, J. E. Crowther to the Puget 
Sound, and W. G. Seaman to the North Indiana Conferences. 

Question Four — Who have been received on their credentials and from 
what churches, was taken up. Grant B. Wilder was received on his 
credentials from the congregational church as a full member and recog- 
nized as an elder. 

Finance Commission — On motion of J. S. Harkness, the commission 
on finance as provided for in Par. 328 of the Discipline was ordered and 
the following members elected as said commission : Aberdeen District : 
Albert Hartt, U. G. Johnson, G. L. Kemp; Mitchell District, J. S. Hoag- 
land, C. V. Fox and C. S. Bobb; Rapid City District, C. E. Hager, F. W. 
Minty, Fred Kratz; Sioux Falls District, A. W. Thurston, L. R. Brown, 

B. F. Meyers; Watertown District, J. A. Edwards, J. M. Johnston, G. 
F. Knappen, and it was further ordered that this commission shall take 
the place of the Board of Stewards as provided for in the Discipline in 
Par. 328. 

The secretary of the cabinet read the nominations for the Conference 
boards and standing committees, and they were elected. 

The following reports were read and adopted: On the Methodist State 
Hospital, on Methodist Deaconess Hospital, on the Dakota Deaconess 
Hospital, on education, on evangelism, on resolution, on temperance, on 
Woman’s Home Missions, on Epworth League, on Deaconess Board of 
Nine. 

On motion of R. G. Minkler, the following were elected on the Deacon- 
ess Board: Class of 1919, H. G. Ozanne, J. H. Ebert, J. A. Edwards. 

The following trustees of the Methodist State Hospital were elected : 
For three years, Lewis Shuster, P. O. Bunt, W. H. Klaus, C. E. Matte- 
son. 

On motion of M. E. Nickerson, the Conference requested the continu- 
ance of a financial agent for the Conference Claimants’ Endowment Fund. 

Question Eleven — Was resumed. A. L. Wilson was graduated from 
the Conference course of study and elected to elder’s orders. 

On motion of O. E. Boyce the Conference authorized the secretary 
to edit the reports before printing them in the minutes. 

On the request of the Board of Examiners the Bishop appointed H. 
W. Minish as a member of the board. 

On motion of C. V. Gilliland, the following were elected members of the 
board of directors of Dakota Wesleyan University: Bishop Mitchell, member 
ex officio; class of ’20, Ethan Colton, H. D. Butterfield, Lewis Shuster, 
Nathan Noble, S. H. Scallin, G. W. Rosenberry, I. W. Seaman, J. T. Mor- 
row, F. S. Brown. 

Watertown Memorial — On motion of O. E. Boyce, the memorial from 
the Watertown District on mortuary benefit as published on page 61 Da- 
kota Conference Minutes of 1915 was adopted. 

Dr. J. S. Hoagland, on behalf of the pastors of the Mitchell District, 
in a few well-chosen words presented Dr. W. S. Shepherd and Mrs. Shep- 
herd with a purse of gold. 
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On motion of J. S. Hoagland the Conference voted to hold a session 
of the Conference at 4 o’clock. 

P. O. Bunt announced the sale of the church on Fairmont charge for 
$350, and the Conference permitted the payment of this sum on the debt 
of the Selby church. 

On motion of O. E. Boyce the Conference authorized the exchange of 
our church property at Vienna for the Congregational church property at 
Iroquois. 

On motion of C. E. Matteson the $18 remaining in the hands of the 
District Superintendent of the Rapid City District from the sale of the 
remains of the sod church be expended by him in the payment of the account 
against the said sod church. 

Legal Session — On motion of G. T. Notson the Conference convened in 
legal session. 

The following Conference trustees were elected by ballot: A. E. Car- 
hart and J. S. Harkness for three years and R. A. Bruce in place of W. 
S. Shepherd for one year. 

The legal session adjourned. 

The missionary appropriations for the districts were read and approved. 

Introductions — A. C. Brackett, Upper Iowa Conference, David J. Per- 
rin, assistant superintendent of the Congregational Church for South Dakota, 
were introduced to the Conference. 

Mrs. Thomas Simmons, president of the state Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union was introduced and addressed the Conference. 

Committees were called, announcements made and the Conference ad- 
journed, with the benediction by the Bishop. 

AFTERNOON SESSION 

Saturday, September 30, 1916. 

The Conference convened at 4 P. M. with Bishop Mitchell in the 
chair. After singing a hymn, S. E. Brown led in prayer. 

The minutes of the morning session were read and approved. 

The report of the Board of Stewards was read and approved. 

Dr. Rule of the Minnesota Conference was introduced and he addressed 
the Conference in the interests of the Illinois Woman’s College. 

The Board of Stewards was authorized to withhold $50 from the amount 
granted by the Conference to A. E. Tanner and apply the same on a delin- 
quent note held by a layman against Brother Tanner. 

On motion of R. A. Bruce the reports of the treasurer and statistical 
secretary were approved and ordered printed in the minutes without read- 
ing. 

On motion of J. A. Edwards the item of membership in the statistics 
was read. 

On his request, M. E. Nickerson was granted leave of absence for one 
year. 

On motion of C. E. Matteson, the Bishop was requested to .appoint H. 
L. Case, Conference evangelist, to be employed on the Rapid City District. 

The following committee reports were read and approved : Auditing 
committee, on Deaconess Board of Nine, on Sunday Schools, on Foreign 
Missions, on Conference Claimants, on Home Missions and Church Ex- 
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tension, on Sabbath Observance, on Auditing District Superintendents’ 
Accounts, on Commission on Federated Interests, on Freedmen’s Aid, on 
Commission on Finance. 

On motion of I. M. Hargett, G. D. Brown and J. M. Hunter were elected 
publishers of the minutes. 

On recommendation of the committee of five appointed to consider the 
case of W. J. Waltz, he was located. 

On motion of A. W. Thurston the Dakota Conference put itself on 
record as favoring woman suffrage. 

Dr. S. H. Kirkbride of the Colorado Conference, secretary of the 
American Bible Society, was introduced and he addressed the Conference. 

On motion of G. D. Brown, the printed minutes were made the offi- 
cial record of the Conference. 

On motion of G. T. Notson the Conference requested that an hour each 
afternoon for three of the days of the Conference session next year be 
devoted to the consideration of the rural problem. 

On motion of C. E. Wilcox, E. E. Hunt was elected railroad secre- 
tary for next year. 

On motion of G. D. Brown, the Conference voted that after the read- 
ing of the minutes of this session and the reading of the appointments 
by the Bishop Sunday evening the Conference shall adjourn. 

The minutes of this session were read by I. M. Hargett and were approved. 

On Sunday evening, October 1, the appointments were read, the bene- 
diction was pronounced by the Bishop and the Conference stood ad- 
journed.

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ABERDEEN DISTRICT 

Dkar Bishop and Brethren : 

To follow a vvell-belovcd pastor who has been unexpectedly moved to 

meet a difficult situation elsewhere is a task that has in it some elements 

that cause considerable concern on the part of the one undertaking that 
mission. But to succeed a well-beloved leader unexpectedly moved to 
meet a difficult situation elsewhere who is beloved by sixty-four churches 

is a task that multiplies concern, and one impossible without the help 

and grace of God. 

When Dr. Harkness, the highly efficient superintendent of Aberdeen 
District at the last session of Dakota Conference was appointed secretary 
of the Conference Claimant Endowment Fund, and the writer was ap- 
pointed to succeed him on the district, it was a surprise to all concerned. 
Everywhere in the district there have been expressions of regret over 
the departure of Dr. Harkness; but everywhere Methodist Episcopal 
churches have been loyal to Methodist Episcopal usage, and the new 
superintendent records his deep appreciation of the kindly cooperation 
of the quarterly Conferences and of the many courtesies extended. My 
association with the pastor§ has increased my esteem for the splendid 
brotherhood to which we belong. The hospitality of the parsonage homes 
has put me under lasting obligations to this fine company of men and 
women. 

Some changes have taken place in the personnel of the district during 
the year. Rev. E. B. Parrot of Cresbard asked to be relieved, that he 
might enter the evangelistic field. Rev. J. L. Sheldon of the North 
Indiana Conference was secured for that field, and has served with in- 
creasing acceptability. Rev. E. E. Holmes of Waubay was compelled 
to give up his work because of failing health. Rev. George V. Gray of 
Warrens, Wis., completed the year at Waubay. Rev. A. A. Bischell of 
Leola was called East by the death of his father-in-law, and Rev. Edward 
Whiteside of Bristol, Pa., accepted the work at Leola. Rev. Robert Hall of 
Langford resigned his pastorate to enter the ministry of the Congregational 
church. Rev. R. W. Plannette of Oshkosh, Wis., was appointed to the work 
at Langford. 

The home of Brother and Sister Harold at Groton has been gladdened 
by the advent of a daughter. Brother Redmayne, our pastor at Frederick, 
has been through sore affliction. Mrs. Redmayne and the four children 
were stricken with a disease that baffled the skill of the physician to 
diagnose. After a short illness little Willie, three and a half years old, 
who was the life of the home, went over to live in the new city that is 
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i filled with boys and girls playing in the streets. Two weeks later, Mrs. 

Redmayne followed the little lad to the home eternal, and our brother, 
doubly bereft, is heart broken. Our prayers ascend to the God of all 
grace to minister, as he alone can. 

Brother and Sister Langdon of White Rock are bereaved in the loss of 
their babe who died at birth. May they find in their need that his grace 
is sufficient. 

The last session of Dakota Conference launched a campaign for $100,- 
000 for the federated interests of the Conference under the direction of 
the district superintendents and the secretaries. An apportionment was 
made to the districts of that amount. February, March, and April were 
set apart as the time for making a simultaneous canvass throughout the 
Conference. Dr. Harkness was assigned to the Aberdeen District as 
special assistant, and the wisdom of his selection was manifest when 
Aberdeen District on May 1 reported its apportionment as more than met. 

' One charge that will endorse unanimously the campaign for the feder- 

ated funds is our church at Gettysburg, where a heavy debt had well-nigh 
crushed hope and effort. With only one crop in five years, an eight thou- 
sand obligation, creditors demanding their money and threatening fore- 
closure, the outlook was far from encouraging. With the help of the 
Committee on Federated Interests the official board set courageously at 
work to meet the obligations. To-day they are rejoicing and facing the 
future with confidence, for they did the thing that seemed impossible. 

The number of churches in the district has been increased by two during 
the year. At Agar, the new church foreseen by Superintendents Notson 
and Boyce took its place in that fine little village. On June 18, President 
Seaman of Dakota Wesleyan University and the superintendent dedi- 
cated this new structure for the worship of God. Two hundred dollars 
more than enough to pay all claims against the society was raised. Pastor 
C. D. Arms and his people are happy over the success of their plans. 
Lemmon, the most important town in Perkins County, has been a preach- 
ing appointment of the Methodist Episcopal Church for ' a number of 
years. Services were conducted in halls, commercial club rooms, vacant 
store buildings, on the street, and in private homes. This year we can 
report that our Methodist folk have a building in which to carry for- 
ward the various activities of the church. We hope to dedicate this church 
in the near future. Large credit is due Rev. John Oakley, the pastor, to- 
gether with the Ladies’ Aid in bringing about this much needed improve- 
ment. 

At Ashton the church was raised, a basement put in Avith dining room, 
kitchen, reading room and lavatory. The auditorium was remodeled 
' and electricity installed. The outside of the church was covered with 

a pebble dash finish of cement, making it one of the neatest church 
buildings in the district. June 9 was reopening day with Dr. Seaman 
in charge. One thousand was needed to meet the balance due on the 
I thirty-eight hundred dollars expended for the work. And a little more 

V than that amount was secured. Pastor J. E. McKinney is deservedly happy 
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Conde, J. S. Ellis, pastor, and Sisseton, John Ebert, pastor, have en- 
larged their churches by putting in full basements with equipment for 
Sunday School and social service. Andover, L. E. Layne, pastor, has the 
same program well under way. Milbank, F. E. Morrison, pastor, enlarged 
their basement. Bigstone City, W. T. Loomis, pastor, added a four-room 
Sunday School addition to the church. Redfield, Albert Hartt, pastor, is 
installing a pipe organ which will be ready for dedication in the near 
future. These improvements call for an outlay of twelve thousand dollars 
all provided for except in one instance, where a loan of seven hundred 
dollars has been secured. Minor improvements have been made at Bath, 
Britton, Cresbard, Faulkton, Frederick, Hecla, Langford, Mellette, Rock- 
ham, Selby, Westport and White Rock, at an expenditure of twenty-six 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

The -Great Commission “Go ye and make disciples” has not been lost 
sight of during the program of church improvement. We have placed empha- 
sis upon the special evangelistic campaign, the Methodist Forward Movement, 
evangelism in the Sunday School. Twenty-three charges engaged in a 
definite evangelistic effort. The largest visible results were at Selby, Red- 
field, Aberdeen, Gettysburg, Waubay, and Doland. 

The Sunday Schools, Epworth and Junior Leagues are carrying ’forward 
the work among young people with commendable zeal. One of the out- 
standing Sunday School achievements of the year was at Aberdeen, where 
they pushed the attendance well beyond the one thousand mark. The 
character of the work done in this school merits the highest praise. Five 
new chapters of the Epworth League and two Junior Leagues have been 
organized. 

The District Epworth League met at Groton with a splendid program 
arranged by District President Morrison and his cabinet. Dr. Gratz of 
St. Paul and Miss Chappell of Chicago were the experts in attendance 
from without the state. And with President Seaman and Professor Gilli- 
land of Dakota Wesleyan University the instruction was of the best. 
Those in attendance were enthusiastic in praise of the institute. 

The women’s organizations have been maintained with the same high 
average of service that is characteristic of them. Their zeal and sacri- 
fices are spoken of in all the churches. 

The year has been a busy one, yet, withal, a pleasant one. I have en- 
joyed the splendid fellowship of the ministry. I appreciate the cordial 
cooperation of the churches. I thank God for this good comradeship 
With thanksgiving to God for a part in establishing and extending the 
Kingdom of our Lord and Redeemer this report is respectfully submitted.

MITCHELL DISTRICT 

Bishop MitchEue and Brethren: 

Another page of life’s history is written, another round of the circle 
completed and we are brought by the loving Providence of God to the 
end of this Conference year, and the writer of this paper to his sixth 
and final report as superintendent of the Mitchell District. 
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During these eventful and epoch making years, ninety-four preachers 
have shared richly with me in the sacrifice, struggle and toil to plant 
our glorious Methodism in this vast empire known as Mitchell District. 
We humbly confess our defects and weaknesses, we frankly admit our 
hopes have not all been realized, but we rejoice that through the faith- 
ful cooperation of an heroic and splendid band of men and women, 
there has been a constantly growing harvest of souls, culminating in by 
far the largest number this present year, the channels of benevolence 
have been widened, salaries increased on practically every charge, church 
debts reduced or cancelled entirely, new churches and parsonages erected, 
and the outlook for the future was never more hopeful than it is to-day. 
Two years ago radical changes were made in the boundary lines of the 
districts, making a comparative statistical statement for the six years 
somewhat difficult, but taking the thirty-six charges that constitute the 
district to-day as a basis, and comparing what they were then with what 
they are now, we find the following advance has been made : Membership, 
50 per cent; Sunday School enrollment, 55 per cent; disciplinary benevo- 
lences, 46 per cent; ministerial support, 31 per cent. 

Of the thirty-eight preachers whose names were read by Bishop Nuel- 
sen, with the appointments six years ago, but six are on the district to- 
day. I desire to call the roll, Hoagland, Ferguson, Egner, W. N. Potter, 
Hughes and Redfield. Of these six, two have not moved during the 
entire term, viz.: Hoagland and Redfield. Of the other thirty-two, two 
have died, five have transferred to other Conferences, five have with- 
drawn, six have been discontinued, eight have gone to other districts 
in our own Conference, three have gone to other districts, and like bad 
pennies have come back again, and one has taken a supernumerary re- 
lation and now lives in Michigan. There have been no births, no deaths, 
no baptisms, no weddings in any of our parsonage homes this year.' There 
have been a few cases of severe sickness. Sister McEldowney was obliged 
to visit the Rochester hospital during the winter for an operation. 
Her health is not rugged, and desiring to try the milder climate of south- 
ern Iowa, Brother McEldowney has transferred to the Des Moines Con- 
ference, and has been stationed at Manning. Sister Bassett spent a month 
in the Battle Creek Sanitarium, and is much better at the present time. 
Brother Hoyer suffered an attack of facial paralysis in June. His quar- 
terly conference promptly voted him a month’s vacation during which 
time he was benefitted by treatments in the Chamberlain sanita'rium. 
Brother Hargett had no further use for his appendix, and came to Mitchell 
to have it removed. There are six members in this parsonage home, four 
of whom are now appendixless. The youngest boy of Brother and Sister 
Ferguson was taken with infantile paralysis the middle of August and for 
several weeks all the members of the family were in quarantine. The parents 
are now hopeful for a complete recovery for their little boy. 

During the year three of our pastors resigned — Brothers Brethorst at 
Farmer, Lovett at Roswell, and Walsh at Lane. The vacancies thus created 
were promptly filled, with the result that the work did not suffer to any 
appreciable degree. During the winter Brother James Richards of Herrick 
left for the warmer climate of Texas because of tubercular difficulty, and 
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W. J. Douglas, a supernumerary member of this Conference, took his place 
and has rendered most efficient service on this frontier field. Brother Doug- 
las will ask for the effective relation at this session of the Conference. 

The three outstanding activities that have characterized the work of the 
year have been along the lines of evangelism, improvement of church and 
parsonage property, and the paying off of old debts. Among Methodist 
people interest culminates, as a rule, in evangelistic effort and achievement. 
The Church of our Lord, though it touches every phase and reaches down 
into all the depths of human life, nevertheless, exists mainly for the salva- 
tion of the souls of men. Many difficulties present themselves upon these 
fields. The people are absorbed in money-making, distracted by amusements, 
imbued with unbelief, overwrought by the world, and indifferent toward 
God, but the same awakening spirit, the same mighty gospel, the same 
unchanging Christ, that brought salvation to men in former days are equal 
to present conditions, and with the cooperation of pastors and people will 
fill our churches with shouts of victory and our ranks with multitudes of joy- 
ful recruits. 

We have paid attention to this work on Mitchell District this year. The 
Mitchell church was wonderfully quickened and blessed by the sane, strong, 
scholarly preaching and presentation of gospel truth by Dr. Joseph Smith, 
who assisted the pastors in special meetings in February. Tent meetings on 
the White Lake and Underwood charge, supplemented by the persistent, 
constant, pastoral effort of Brother Egner, brought an increase of one 
hundred per cent to the membership. Platte had a tremendous spiritual 
awakening, and reports an increase of thirty-two per cent in the member- 
ship. Artesian, Gregory, Tyndall, Mount Vernon, Wessington Springs, and 
Armour all felt the thrill of new spiritual life in special revival meetings, 
resulting in a goodly number of conversions and accessions on every charge. 

Accessions to Membership 

White Lake, eighty-one; Mitchell, sixty; Artesian, forty-one; Alexandria, 
thirty-four; Wessington Springs, sixty; Platte, fifty-nine; Tyndall, thirty- 
five; and Geddes, thirty-one. 

Improvements 

In January the District Superintendent, assisted by Dr. Jenkins, dedicated 
the beautiful new $5,000 church at Roswell that replaces the one destroyed 
by fire the year before. Under Dr. Jenkins’ skillful management pledges 
were secured sufficient to cover all costs. Alpena, feeling the need of a 
larger plant, has raised the old church, put in a new foundation, a complete 
basement, and is building a large addition that will be thoroughly finished, 
furnished, and equipped at an estimated expense of $3,500. Out in the 
wonderful Rosebud country, so full of romance, fascination, and possibili- 
ties, we are now building two country churches, one at Paxton, fourteen 
miles south of Dallas, and one at Lakeview in Tripp County, to take the 
place of the old sod church near Dog Ear Lake we dedicated five years ago. 
It is expected that our Bishop Mitchell will dedicate these new churches the 
early part of December, at the time of the rally for Rosebud Methodists to 
be held at Dallas. Paxton will become the head of a new country circuit 
we are now organizing in southern Tripp County. Farwell, the country 
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point out from Artesian, is building a new six-room parsonage, and will ask 
for a resident pastor. This is probably the greatest ' country church within 
the bounds of our Conference. The old church at Riverside, a few miles 
from Mitchell, that had been vacant for six years, has been moved to Fair- 
view on the Farmer charge, where we have organized a class and elected 
boards of stewards and trustees. The Beulah church, on the Alexandria 
charge, was moved from its foundation and partially wrecked by a severe 
wind storm last spring. The building has been placed back on the founda- 
tion, and all damages repaired and all expenses paid. The fine new church 
at Winner has been equipped with handsome new pews and other furniture. 



Debts 

We are happy to report a large reduction in the indebtedness on the dis- 
trict. The most conspicuous case was the raising of $4,300 at Tyndall, 
where Dr. Notson ably assisted the pastor. This pays off all indebtedness 
and leaves a good margin with which to make some improvements on the 
property. Outside of Mitchell and Wessington Springs, Tyndall now has 
the finest church and parsonage property on the district. In July, Dr. 
Jenkins spent a Sunday at Colome, and assisted in raising $1,600, which 
wipes out all debts, including the loan from the Church Extension Board. 
At Winner Pastor J. R. Payne persistently canvassed the field and raised 
$1,650 to pay on old debts and equip the church. 



District Meetings 

In early April out at Winner, in the heart of the Rosebud, a rally was 
held for all the Methodists of that section. It was a marked success. Drs. 
Seaman and Notson and Sunday School Missionary Lane had prominent 
places on the program. So delighted were the Rosebud Methodists with this 
gathering that they unanimously voted another such rally to be held at Dallas 
in December, when Bishop Mitchell will be present. We assure the Bishop 
a cordial and royal time with those large-hearted and hospitable Westerners. 

The spring meeting of the District Ministerial Association was held at 
Wessington Springs in June. The first evening Bishop Mitchell delivered 
an eloquent and thrilling address on “The Marks of a Methodist.” This 
great address by our Bishop struck fire with the folks at Wessington Springs. 
The attendance of the preachers of the district was very gratifying, con- 
sidering the almost impassable condition of the roads due to two heavy rain 
storms, almost cloudbursts, just preceding the meeting. By the way, nineteen 
preachers of the district now ride in automobiles, and, of course, as would 
be expected, the great majority of these are Fords. Last fall the good peo- 
ple of Mount Vernon, as an expression of their appreciation, presented their 
pastor. Brother Ferguson, with a brand-new Chevrolet. I commend this to 
other charges as a mighty fine thing to do. This meeting at Wessington 
Springs was immediately followed by the District Epworth League Con- 
vention, which was in the nature of an institute, under the direction of such 
experts as Dr. Gratz of St. Paul, Dr. Gilliland of Mitchell, and Miss Wini- 
fred Chappell of Chicago. Bishop Eben S. Johnson, missionary bishop to 
Africa, unexpectedly dropped in and gave an address at the closing service. 
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Benevolences 

The pastors generally have been faithful in presenting the benevolences 
and the reports will show a very substantial increase over last year. Prac- 
tically the only charges reporting slumps are those where pastors resigned 
in the middle of the year and left this work to new hands. Many charges 
report magnificent increases over last year, notably Chamberlain, White Lake, 
Platte, Tyndall, Wagner, and Kimball. 

The campaign for federated interests was prosecuted with vigor on the 
district under the direction of Dr. Notson, assisted by the District Superin- 
tendent and Brother Hager. Dr. Harkness canvassed the city of Mitchell 
for the Conference Claimants’ Endowment and secured $2,300. Mitchell 
was apportioned for these federated funds $16,663, and has raised $16,276. 
This does not include $29,686 raised in Mitchell and Davison County for 
the Conference hospital. 

Sunday Schools 

Our Sunday Schools constitute our most encouraging field of activity. 
Generally they are well organized and are doing efficient work. The total 
Sunday School enrollment is 154 per cent of the church membership. 

Epworth Leagues 

The Epworth Leagues represent the weakest portion of our church 
machinery. A few new chapters were organized during the year, but to off- 
set this some old chapters were allowed to lapse into a state of innocuous 
desuetude. Pastors report them as disbanded. It is difficult to fix respon- 
sibility for this. Lack of consecrated, capable leadership is perhaps the 
chief reason. However, there are some active flourishing chapters, both 
Senior and Junior, particularly at Wessington Springs, Mitchell, Alexandria, 
Mount Vernon, and Chamberlain. 

Women’s Organizations 

These splendid organizations generally thrive. Ladies’ aid societies have 
made marvelous records and 'report total receipts of $10,000. The Mitchell 
society reports $3,000 for the year. Other societies reporting sums ranging 
from $400 to $1,000 are: Wessington Springs, Platte, Wagner, Woonsocket, 
Artesian, Farmer, Roswell, and Fulton. 

The women’s missionary societies are making rapid strides. The Foreign' 
Society held a profitable district convention at Plankinton in May. They 
report total receipts for the year of $2,301. The Home Society has organ- 
ized two new auxiliaries during the year and some of these newest organ- 
izations are sending in the best reports of all. The year’s receipts for the 
Home Society are $700. 

Dakota Wesleyan University 

More and more is the church insisting on higher educational qualifications 
on the part of those who would enter her ministry, and the sharp competi- 
tion in all professions and lines of business requires the most complete 
intellectual equipment of those who would write their names high in the 
halls of success. We believe the denominational college has a vital place 
in thus equipping young men and women intellectually and morally for 
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the larger responsibilities of to-day. Dakota Conference has certainly given 
our Wesleyan College loyal and united support during the past, and the school 
merits and must have such continued support for the future. Last year the 
enrollment for the nine months was 369, with 119 in the summer school, 
making a total for the year of 488. The graduating class in June numbered 
thirty-four. At the June meeting of the board of directors Dr. Seaman 
tendered his resignation as president, to become effective July 1. Dr. Seaman 
is entitled to great credit for raising the educational standards of the institu- 
tion and more thoroughly perfecting and systematizing its curricula and 
working machinery during his administration. Dr. Jenkins, vice-president 
and field secretary, asked for a leave of absence for a year and a half to 
accept a position with the General Board of Education. We are still enter- 
taining the hope that we have not lost Dr. Jenkins permanently, for his 
services are so vitally related to the success of the school that we can- 
not release him entirely. Dr. Gilliland, dean of the college, has been 
elected acting president, and has shown unusual skill and judgment in 
managing affairs incident to the opening of the new school year. Vacan- 
cies caused by the resignation of several faculty members have all been 
filled with capable instructors, and the present year begins with a prophecy 
of most harmonious relations and of large success. The present enroll- 
ment is 266 with about sixty in the freshmen class. Dr. Eugene Allen of 
Sioux Falls gave a very helpful address on the opening day. The en- 
dowment at the present time is $218,985. Dakota Wesleyan’s repre- 
sentative in the peace contest, Francis Case, son of one of the honored 
members of this Conference, won first place, not only in the state con- 
test, but in the inter-state and the National as well, thus competing with 
some of the largest institutions of the land. Brethren, Dakota Wesleyan 
needs our sympathetic cooperation, our prayers, our gifts, our young 
men and young women. We are justly proud of its past achievements, of 
its worthy representatives now in all parts of the world, and we are hope- 
ful for its future. Let us be loyal to the point of sacrifice to our Con- 
ference school. 

Conference Hospital 

Our Conference hospital enterprise is moving forward steadily, not as rap- 
idly as we all had hoped, but just as rapidly as the unusual and abnormal con- 
ditions will permit. Evidently, , many had expected that at this Conference, 
we would report the building under process of erection. When the board 
met early in September to consider bids for a contract, the figures were found 
so enormously high that all bids were ejected and returned to the bidders 
for new estimates. At a subsequent meeting of the board, the members 
were keenly disappointed to find the figures still too high, due largely to 
the almost prohibitive cost of heating and plumbing material on account 
of the war prices that now prevail. Then began a long and laborious 
process of pruning, trimming and eliminating, so as to preserve the original 
size of the building, and yet bring the contract down to a figure that the 
board would feel justified in accepting. We believe that this has been suc- 
cessfully done as the report will show. On September 20, a large crowd 
of interested people gathered on the beautiful hospital site for exercises 
connected with the breaking of ground for this newest enterprise of 
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South Dakota Methodism. Dr. Notson, the . executive secretary, had ar- 
ranged an interesting program of exercises and after the addresses, the 
faithful and enthusiastic president of the board, Dr. Hoagland, raised the 
first shovelful of earth. Dr. Notson has his mind and heart upon this 
great project and his hands well on the situation. His report will show 
gratifying returns for the year’s labors, and the outline of a big program 
for the year to come. The Hospital Board requests his appointment to 
this responsible position for another year. We have no Conference enter- 
prise that appeals more to the big-hearted liberality of our people than 
that of our Methodist State Hospital. 

Conclusion 

I bring this, my last report, to a close with this deep conviction burning 
in my soul, that the supreme need among both ministry and laity is the 
great need of our common humanity everywhere, and that is more of a 
deep, vital, spiritual experience in all its substance and power. We need 
the baptism of holy enthusiasm, singleness of purpose, devotion to duty, 
consecration of life and complete submission to the will of the Father, 
that characterized Him who has called us to be His followers. That spirit 
has not been lacking on our district. I cannot speak of individual pastors 
and their work, save in an incidental way, but I wish to say this word 
for the comfort and encouragement of these dear brethren in the ministry. 
I never expect to have an opportunity to work with a more faithful and 
self-sacrificing band of men and women than are found on Mitchell 
District. To enjoy the confidence of such brethren is a treasure beyond 
price. To be worthy of it is to be coveted far beyond place or power. 
The homes where I have stopped have been havens of rest and my as- 
sociations with the preachers and their wives have been most blessed. I 
am sure that my district experiences have sweetened and deepened my 
fellowship and faith in God and man. I have endeavored to administer 
the polity of the church, and to preach and maintain its fundamental doc- 
trines with fidelity, believing that Methodism has the fundamental truths 
that are to save this world, and that we should wrest them from the hands 
of specialism, and hobbyism, and fanaticism, and come-outism and preach 
them from our pulpits with common sense and under the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit, for the people are hungry for this kind of Gospel message. 
O, the fields are white unto the harvest, and I believe our Methodism, 
when sanely represented, is in favor with the people, and God is wait- 
ing to qualify us for this supreme business with winning power. 

Beloved, this is not a farewell message. I have no farewell words to 
say to you. This is just the closing of a chapter in life’s great book of 
blessed opportunity. I only trust the contents of the next chapter will set 
forth larger triumphs in the cause of righteousness, and deeper expe- 
riences in the things of God. I am not unconscious of failures and mis- 
takes, but I am conscious of having endeavored to be true and faithful 
to that Divine Lord, whose we are and whom we serve. 1 pledge my 
earnest prayers for him whom the Bishop may appoint to the superin- 
tendency of this great field. And now brethren, “Be perfect, be of good 
comfort, be of one mind, live in peace, and the God of Peace shall be 
with you.”

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RAPID CITY DISTRICT 

Dear Bishop and Brethren: 

Another year is written in the eternal records, and, in the providence 
of God we come with our third annual report, of Rapid City District. 

Improvements are to be noted in many respects. The tide of the exodus 
of settlers from the prairie sections of the District, mentioned in our last 
year’s report, has turned slowly and new families are coming among us. 
Thousands of young stock have been shipped in, dairying interests are 
spreading, crops have been fair, prices excellent, and a spirit of hopeful- 
ness prevails. 

In the “Hill Country,” and the Belle Fourche Irrigation Project, pros- 
perous times continue. 

Personal Notation 

Several pastoral changes occurred during the year. The pastors ap- 
pointed by Bishop Quayle, for Custer and Sturgis concluded to go else- 
where, thus leaving those two county seat towns to be supplied. 

After several weeks’ effort, the right men were found for both these 
pulpits. 

Because of continued ill-health of his wife. Rev. P. J. Lawson asked 
to be relieved of his pastorate at Edgemont last May. His request was 
granted. Rev. C. Boatman came from Asbury College, Kentucky, early in 
June to supply for balance of Conference year. 

After a few weeks’ work at Reliance, Rev. Fred Lonsdale who was sent 
there from Conference, as supply, resigned to take work in Iowa, where 
he has friends. Rev. R. C. Russell of Iowa Conference came to this work, 
but a little later returned to Iowa. In this peculiarly trying situation, we 
secured Rev. A. T. McFarland from Pennsylvania for this place. A new par- 
sonage is in prospect. 

Rev. A. G. Campbell had succeeded in dedicating the new church at 
Newell, provided a workable financial system, organized an Epworth League, 
received a number into church membership, and then was persuaded by a 
unanimous invitation to return to his former pastorate in Harding County. 
The Newell people kindly consented to release him. Rev. C. E. Cadle 
came to the Newell church from Asbury College. His brother Ernest, 
also from Asbury, will come to Rapid City District from Delaware Con- 
ference. 

Rev. John Wilson from eastern South Dakota has been appointed as 
supply on Nowlin. 

In April, Rev. J. M. Tibbetts resigned from the pastorate at Deadwood, 
from the Methodist ministry, and surrendered his parchments, subject to 
final action by the Bishop and Cabinet. 

Rev. E. E. Vernon, member of this Conference, just graduating at Gar- 
rett, came on the first Sunday in June to be pastor, friend, leader of our 
Deadwood people. 

Improvements — Debts 

On Sunday, December 19, occurred the dedication of our Methodist 
Church at Newell. For four years a little company of loyal self-sacrific- 
ing Methodists have been working on, laying foundations and building 
for Christ and the church they love. The property is easily worth $7,000. 
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Under the leadership of Dr. J. P. Jenkins, assisted by the District Super- 
intendent, and the pastor. Rev. A. G. Campbell, $1,500 in subscriptions, was 
raised to cover the $1,400 remaining indebtedness. An additional $250 has 
since been secured, for cistern and other improvements. 

At Oral under the vigorous leadership of Pastor L. F. Gillespie, a com- 
fortable little parsonage, suitable for present needs, has been built, valued 
at $1,000. 

On the Midland Circuit, at Ottumwa, an interior point eighteen miles from 
the railway our people have sold the store building, used as church, and 
the pastor. Rev. C. M. Weirauch, is now busy gathering funds for a new 
church. 

Rev. P. H. Weston, pastor at Caputa and Fairburn, is in the midst of 
a canvass for subscriptions, for the new church to be built in the coming 
year, at Fairburn, God willing. 

Other items of improvements, and debts paid, grouped together, are as 
follows: Belle Fourche, $192; Custer, $275; Deadwood, $200; Edgemont, 
$305; Hot Springs, $35; Kennebec, $730; Lead, $1,073; Murdo, $380; Oel- 
richs, $131; Oral, $800; Philip, $113; Rapid City, $370; Reliance, $180; 
Spearfish, $210; Sturgis, $12; Terry, $137; Wall, $195. 

The Societies 

The Sunday Schools are still the “Classes for Religious Instruction,” 
for many a church and home. We ought to do better, much better, by 
them. There is no other so promising field, so greatly neglected. We 
report increased enrollment, interest and more use of graded lessons. 

We still have a number of Junior Leagues, doing good work, and could 
have many more, if leaders could be provided. 

The Epworthians in their consecration and activities are the joy of many 
a pastor’s heart. Our District Epworth League Convention, held at Dead- 
wood last June, gave evidence that our young people are devoted Chris- 
tians and Methodists. We realized great profit from the workers from 
abroad. Dr. Gratz and Miss Chappell, who made the circuit of the District 
Conventions of the whole Conference. Deadwood Epworth League is a 
royal entertainer. 

The District Conference, held at Lead, given over to a study of ways 
and means for effective evangelistic and district work, was well attended, 
and an inspiration to all. 

The Woman’s Home and Foreign Societies, are not numerous, but 
growth and deep interest will be manifest by the Conference reports. No 
district meetings were held, but Miss Flora Robinson, gifted daughter 
of Bishop J. E. Robinson of India, gave a series of strong addresses over 
the district to the very great profit of both societies, for both are as one 
in our country. 

Time would fail us to tell of the multiplied activities of our ladies’ aid 
societies. Always and everywhere they fully meet our expectations in 
ministries to the needy, sick, sorrowing, as well as in large financial con- 
tributions. The larger societies have done large things this year, prompt- 
ing every department of church work, and the small societies, often far out 
on the prairies, do as well accordingly. More than this, these ladies are 
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usually the religious leaders of the churches, and the Christ-sent spirit- 
ual life of their own homes. 

Benevolences 

I have not the totals for the Benevolences. The pastors have usually 
been faithful in this regard, and while they may fall short of our ex- 
pectations, they will exceed the aggregate of last year. One hundred and 
twenty-eight dollars was received as the Easter Self-Denial Offering. 

The Methodist Forward Movement 

We liave several Gospel teams among the laymen, which have given 
acceptable service. It is evident, however, that the pastors must become 
interested, and assist in formulating plans, and be willing that these breth- 
ren be occasionally absent from the home congregations, if large results 
obtain. Please brethren, see to it that these good men do not “rust out.” 
Give them a chance at “a man’s job” and they will be better and happier. 

The Hospital 

This has been the most successful year of the four, for the Rapid City 
Methodist Deaconess Hospital. The work has gone smoothly and steadily 
forward. We give all credit for details to our beloved and always efficient 
Superintendent, Miss Elva B. Wade. Beside our graduate nurses, we 
have eleven young ladies enrolled in our Nurses’ Training School. The 
Board of Trustees has been strengthened by the addition of two local 
business men. A new modern X-ray machine has been installed, value 
$1,600. Other improvements aggregating $600 have been made. Total 
earnings, $13,354. Of this $2,000, free and charity work. Thirty-six 
weeks of free service have been given to our Methodist ministers’ fami- 
lies. Four hundred and sixty patients have been admitted, and only 
six deaths. The patients came from nine states. Of church affiliations we 
note 101 Methodists and forty-five Catholics. We registered twenty-four 
childbirths. Fuller report will be rendered by our efficient field secretary. 
Rev. W. E. Hartung. Brethren, we are happy to observe these evidences 
that God has called Methodism to holy service, in this house of help, hope 
and healing, our Methodist Deaconess Hospital. 

Moral and Religious 

Ours is a “far flung battle line.” Rapid City District covers more than 30.- 
000 square miles. There are seventy preaching places, served by twenty-six 
pastors. It is not easy for ministers to carry forward an aggressive program 
under such conditions, but there is steady advance. Revivals were mostly 
planned early, but winter storms, bad roads, have to be faced and reckoned 
with. Some men have succeeded, while others serving as faithfully, have not. 
None have failed in purpose at least. We trust He shall say, “well done.” 
Belle Fourche reports 14 accessions; Deadwood, 26; Hot Springs, 13; 
Kennebec, 20; Lead, 100; Murdo, 12; Philip, 6; Presho, 5; Rapid City, 61; 
Wall, 5. 

Conditions are changing rapidly in the western part of this state. Only 
keen, aggressive men with vim and vision, can succeed, but an “opportu- 
nity,” and success await men of real quality. In a period of moral transi- 
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tion such as is on in the Black Hills country, where the old moral disorder 
is rapidly giving place to the establishment of orderly social communities, 
we need ministers who are real leaders, for our splendid stalwart Metho- 
dist laymen. “God give us men. A time like this demands men of strong 
fafth, great hearts and ready hands.” 

On a straight line of the Chicago and North Western Railway of 170 
miles from Pierre to Rapid City, there is only one saloon. On the Mil- 
waukee on a line of 219 miles from the “Big Muddy,” to Rapid City, there 
is only one saloon, and it will not be there next year. In the Black Hills 
country proper, we lost no dry town to the wets ; but Rapid City, Custer and 
Hot Springs, thriving county seat towns, together with several smaller 
towns, remain, or are for the first time, dry. Yes, before “1920, with 
votes aplenty, a saloonless country we will be.” 

Bishop, there is no other class of men, so aggressive for righteousness 
as are Methodist preachers. I would gladly mention every man on the 
District by name, and his work in detail, but time forbids. 

Beside our regular pastors who will report, I bring greetings from our 
revered and beloved Dr. C. B. Clark, once a leader in Dakota Conference, 
later and until last year. Chaplain of the National Sanitarium at Hot 
Springs. Dr. Clark is quietly enjoying the afterglow of the day of life 
well spent. “At evening time it shall be (is) light.” 

Greetings also I bring from a member of this Conference, successor 
to Dr. Clark, as Chaplain at the Sanitarium — Brother Azra P. Janes. Abun- 
dant in labors, never more useful than in his present activities. He has 
won the respect and confidence of all. • 

Personal 

Including a trip to California last October, I have traveled over 17,000 
miles. I have no tale of hardship to bring, of labor or suffering. God 
has been good to me and mine, my brethren always kind, and tlie people 
apparently appreciative. 

With gratitude for any measure of success, and with endless praise for 
opportunities, this report is respectfully submitted.

SIOUX FALLS DISTRICT 

Dear Bishop Mitchele and Brethren oe Dakota Conference: 

We are able to report for Sioux Falls District a year of strong, steady, 
faithful and progressive work on the part of practically every man ap- 
pointed to work on this District, one year ago. The Board at Philadel- 
phia again congratulates the District on the fact that for five successive 
years, we have made an advance over each preceding year in the mat- 
ter of membership, property, pastoral support and disciplinary benev- 
olences, and we confidently believe that the present year will 
show another advance step along all these great lines of work. To make 
these results possible the pastors have been obliged to give themselves 
more arduously to the work than on any previous year, because of the 
failure of the corn crop last fall — and “Corn is king” with us. 
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Some Reasons Why 

First, every preacher has been at his post throughout the year, except the 
change of pastors in April, of First Church, Sioux Falls and of First Church, 
Anderson, Ind., but this change caused no interruption in the work. Dr. J. 
W. Potter labored abundantly in Sioux Falls for four and a half years, 
placing Methodism well to the front among the various denominations at 
work there. Dr. Eugene Allen has taken up this great work with a 
grasp and a vision that have inspired the church with a confidence that the 
real work of this church, in this rapidly developing city, has just begun. 
Brother Allen is worthy of a place in Dakota Conference. 

The second reason why we have had a good year, in spite of “King 
Corn’s” failure to do the right thing by us last fall, is, that the laymen, 
as never before, have taken hold of the problem of church finance, and 
church attendance and after thorough organization, have gone forth in 
teams to solve the problems. But while we are thanking God for the 
splendid new movement among the men of the churches, yet, we note 
with deep concern that the devil keeps right up to date in the matter 
of organizing his forces against us. Sunday baseball and Sunday movies 
are surely making more or less rapid headway among the young people 
on many charges and are causing a falling off in church attendance, as 
also a general indifference toward genuineness in Christian life. If we 
have laws now on the statute books prohibiting these encroachments on 
“The Lord’s Day,” then these laws should be enforced. If we have not 
now such laws, then Methodism and every other Christian denomination 
in South Dakota should stand together and see to it that the next State 
Legislature put such laws on the books and make them plain enough that 
every law firm in the state can easily get at their meaning. 

That Church Building Campaign 

The $8,000 church project which was launched at Irene last year by 
an optimistic band of seven members and an interested constituency was 
brought to completion in November. The dedication services were in the 
hands of Dr. J. W. Potter, assisted by the District Superintendent and 
the present pastor, S. B. Lowrie. The $8,000 needed to pay expenses 
was amply provided for by pledges and at this time, just ten months later, 
a little less than $2,000 yet -remains to be paid in to entirely clear the 
account. In addition to this, the church has supported a pastor at a salary 
of $1,000, and closes the year with a membership, not of seven, but fifty. 

The church at Volin was rebuilt at a cost of $3,000, and reopened 
on May 14, free from debt. Dr. J. P. Jenkins was the leader here on 
reopening day and about twenty minutes was all the time needed to se- 
cure all necessary funds. 

The fine, commodious basement at Canton was built at a cost of $3,800 
and was opened for social service work in December. 

At Benclare the Ladies’ Aid Society secured $1,200, and with the 
help of the trustees, a fine basement was built and the main room of the 
church refinished. 

The new modern parsonage at Hurley was finished early in the Con- 
ference year, at a cost of $3,400. 
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Vilas has now a nice $2,000 church and very effective work of Christ 
is being carried forward in that community with L. W. Darling, the pastor, 
as -leader. 

Improvements at many other points have been made, such as purchas- 
ing pianos, electric lights, new carpets, painting churches or parsonages, 
laying sidewalks, finishing off new rooms, cement floors, etc. Canistota, 
$310; Centerville, $325; Chester, $220; Colton, $123; Davis, $175; Egan, 
$202; East Side Sioux Falls, $267; Flandreau, $445; Hartford, $150; Hud- 
son and Fairview, $178; Madison, $632; Vermilion, $336 and Yankton, $400. 

The Parsonage Homes 

At the Wakonda parsonage home. Sister L. A. McDonald heard the call 
of God to come to Him, and tenderly talking the meaning of this call 
over with her husband and her son. Florin, she sweetly said good-by 
to them, for a time, and went away with Jesus. She was well fitted to 
grace a parsonage home, and since her going the home here is a lonesome 
place for those who loved her. God bless and comfort Brother McDonald 
and his son Florin in their great loss. 

Heaven is nearer and dearer to Brother and Sister C. E. McDonald 
of Montrose since they have given Christ their little son to keep for 
them. 

Brother E. E. Saxton of Canistota, because of his own weakened physi- 
cal condition, and the still more serious condition of his wife’s health, 
will at this time ask for a supernumerary relation in order that he may 
spend a year in the Southland in an effort at recovery of health, both for 
himself and his wife. 

The stork this year left babies to be cared for at the following homes: 
Brother and Sister Wilkinson of Colman, Brother and Sister Harmon of 
Hudson and Brother and Sister Wilcox of Centerville. 

Missionary Work 

The regular offerings for Foreign and Home Missions will show an 
increase over last year. We hope this will be a large increase, but the 
offerings from a few charges will be small because of local conditions. 

The W. F. M. S. and W.'H. M. S. will also both show a good advance. 
“The King’s Heralds” and “Little Light Bearers” are growing in number 
in the district and are re-enforcing the parent organizations. 

The five consecrated young women now in the Foreign Mission field 
from this district, namely, Alice, Marie and Helen Brethorst, Hilda Holm- 
berg and Faith Hunt, were all well, busy and happy at last writing. Our 
prayer is that God may continue his gracious watch care about them, and 
deal tenderly with them, for they have given themselves absolutely over 
to the great work of their separate mission fields. 

The District Camp Meeting 

The District Camp meeting is becoming year by year a more helpful 
feature of district work. Dr. Nixon of Pontiac, Mich, and Dr. Louis 
Albert Banks of Delaware, O., were the leaders this year. Every charge 
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on the district with three exceptions was represented at the camp by the 
pastors, and every charge except . five were represented by both pastors 
and laymen. 

District Deaconess 

Minnie Williamson, as deaconess, has gone from one point to another 
during the year doing most effective work as pastor’s helper at oppor- 
tune times and at little expense to the charges where she has labored. 
We find a district deaconess a good investment. Miss Williamson will 
give her entire time, however, next year to First Church, Sioux Falls. 

Brief Items of Interest 

The churches that put on a thorough team canvass for the local budget, 
are giving the Ladies’ Aid Societies an opportunity to do some other work 
besides helping to pay the pastor’s salary. 

The Sunday School continues to be the real recruiting department of 
the church, and is growing more effective in its work each year. 

Pioneer and Mount Zion will be a new charge on this district next 
year. A real country charge paying $1,200 salary, and providing in 
their midst a country home for the pastor. 

William N. Deller is wanted back at Flandreau at a $200 increase in 
salary. 

Egan will pay $1,200 next year and want N. A. Christensen returned. 

Beresford will pay $1,200 as a station the coming year and unani- 
mously request the return of J. B. Dibble for the fourth year’s work, 

Frank Tanner is invited back to Chester at $200 mcrease in salary. 

Guy Wilkinson of Colman and Wellman will get an increase in support 
next year. The membership on this charge was nearly doubled this year. 
Things come to pass where Wilkinson works. 

Membership 

Willis N. Graves, Vermilion, net increase, 98; H. P. Eberhart, Yank- 
ton, 43; Fred Ray, Salem, 18; Nels Fanebust, Parker, 29; L. W. Darling, 
Howard, 17; H. E. Rice, Gayville, 32; C. H. Graf, Hartford, 50; J. D. 
Dibble, Beresford, 15. 

These reports all represent a net increase in membership. 

A great revival is now under way at Parker. East Side Sioux Falls, 
where Brother S. E. Brown has labored so splendidly this year will begin 
a strong meeting in that part of the city on October 8. East Side Sioux 
Falls is having a hard struggle to pay for its new church building, but 
that church stands in the center of the field of greatest opportunity in 
South Dakota. 

Personally, I am thankful to God for the privilege of another year’s 
work in the Lord’s vineyard, and in that part of it represented by the 
Sioux Falls District, in the midst of such splendid men as are the pastors 
of this District and Official Boards that are really trying to do the Lord’s 
business in a business-like way.

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WATERTOWN DISTRICT 

Dear Bishop and Brethren: 

For the sixth time I bring the report of the Watertown District. The 
six years have been full of labors. Some things have been accomplished 
and many things that should have been done are still waiting other hands. 

I have been associated with men of sterling worth. Two men have gone 
through the entire term with me, one of them remaining in the same 
field and the other records one move. It has been a joy to my soul to 
mingle with these men in their homes. And these preachers’ wives. They 
must have been fore-ordained before the foundatron of the world to be 
Methodist preachers’ wives. 

Things Achieved 

We have built eight parsonages and purchased another, the total valu- 
ation being $24,000. Another parsonage is in the course of construc- 
tion. We have built three churches, with a valuation of $87,000, and have 
dedicated another previously built. We have spent for church and par- 
sonage improvements $37,748, while we have paid off church debts to the 
amount of $51,308. 

“Twenty-five charges report no debt, while several others have fully 
covered all debt by subscription. The Ladies’ Aids have reported over 
$50,000. It is hard to tabulate the membership as the District bounds have 
been altered. I still hold the change in Districts to be the biggest mis- 
take our Conference has made in recent years and hope the mistake may 
be remedied soon. The laymen of my district are practically one in their 
opposition to the present plan. With this little survey I will proceed to 
the report for the present year. God has been our guide and we bring 
Him praise. 

Personal 

Shortly after Conference Brother Buriff found it necessary to undergo 
a critical operation at Rochester. Sister Bruce also had an operation 
by the Mayos, while Sisters Hocking and Trevithick had similar experi- 
ences at Mitchell. Brother Butterfield suffered a broken leg in a Ford 
accident. Sister Kearton is still a sufferer from paralysis. Sister Rawlin- 
son was critically ill but her health is much improved. 

Pulpit Supplies 

Several men have been brought to the district to supply pulpits. Brother 
F. W. Stoll came to Aurora and claims to have put the “ror” in the name. 
We will not dispute it. Ernest Spry and wife have wrought well at 
Broadland. Arthur Mayer came to us from Wesley College, Winnipeg, and 
was stationed on Chappelle Circuit. He has a good year. A parsonage 
is being built there in very happy prospects. 

Churches 

During the year the great church in Watertown was dedicated. We 
think with you she has not an equal in the state. Brother Lewis and his 
building committee have been untiring in their toil. The building speaks 
for itself. I need not add words. 
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The Logan Church on the Clark work was dedicated by our Bishop a 
few weeks ago. Building and improvements elsewhere on the district 
amount to $7,624, as reported at the Fourth Quarterly Conference. Ar- 
lington put a cement floor in the basement of the parsonage, Aurora pur- 
chased chairs and song books, also a lighting plant. Bradley purchased 
a piano, new choir chairs, electric lights in the church and parsonage. 
Bruce has a full basement under the church, while Clear Lake painted 
church and parsonage, also papering the parsonage. DeSmet paid for a 
piano previously reported, paid for curbing, also put electric lights in church 
and parsonage. Elkton improved their church, and Esmond painted its 
church, and also laid cement walks. The Graceland church on the Flor- 
ence charge, put pews in the church, also installed a furnace. Garden City 
put electric lights in the church, and Gary reports church improvements. 
Henry raised the church and put a full basement in. The church was also 
enlarged. Highmore put electric lights in the parsonage and hymnals in 
the church. Hitchcock placed a piano in the church. St. Lawrence in- 
stalled efectric lights in the church and parsonage, laid -cement walks and 
put water in the parsonage. Tulare observed Arbor Day by planting trees 
in the church and parsonage grounds. There are many charges to which 
this would be a good suggestion. Wessington installed electric lights in 
the church. The new parsonage at Broadland and DeGrey make the total 
for the year’s work reported. 

I ask the sanction of the Conference for the exchange of our church at 
Vienna, which has been closed for a good many years, for the Congrega- 
tional church at Iroquois. We have also exchanged a preaching point 
north of Highmore for the Congregational work at Osceola. 

Camp Meeting 

Our camp meeting at St. Lawrence was of a high order. Dr. Randell, 
secretary of the commission on evangelism, was the evangelist. His work 
is lasting. 

Epworth League 

The League held an institute in connection with the camp. It was quite 
well attended. The speakers gave good service. Dr. Gratz and Miss Chap- 
pell won many friends, and Dr. Trenery, who gave us some stirring addresses 
on Sunday School methods, made an impression that will not soon be for- 
gotten. 

The ladies of the church report over $12,000 this year. Three aids 
report over $1,000 each. Huron, $1,670.32; Miller, $1,026.91; Watertown, 
I $1,558.50. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has been about the Master’s 
business and also makes a good report which shows earnestness in labor. 

The hospital reports its very best year. Miss Wood has certainly proved 
' herself master of the situation. Brother Bracket of Iowa was secured as 

field worker and the choice seems to be a happy one. A movement is on 
foot to enlarge the hospital so that the growing patronage can be cared for. 

• There have been 332 patients up to the first of this month. The daily aver- 
age has been a little over eleven. The month of August it ran thirteen, 

I' and thus far this month nearly fourteen. The gross earnings have been 
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$12,135.S1, ^while the disbursements have been $10,821. This has enabled 
us to take care of all current expenses and apply considerable on old 
accounts. 

This hospital has been added to our institutions during the present admin- 
istration on the district. Notwithstanding the almost total loss of the small 
grain crops our district reports advance in benevolences — Foreign Missions, 
$3,811; Home Missions, $1,541; the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, 
$2,710; and Woman’s Home Missionary Society, $349; while the total for 
all benevolences reaches $13,048. 

Federated Interests 

We took our place in the campaign for the federated interests and report 
$15,897. 

The church at Pierre responded to the challenge from the Conference and 
raised $10,000 and receiving the $3,000, which enabled them to reduce that 
great debt to $15,000, thus saving the church. Dr. Edwards deserves great 
credit for his efficient leadership in this campaign. In my first report to 
this Conference we reported no births in our parsonages. This year there 
are six. The happy parents are: Brother and Sister Cooney, Brother and 
Sister Lee, Brother and Sister Marble, Brother and Sister Bacon, Brother 
and Sister Lewis, and Brother and Sister Rader. There have been eighteen 
births and only one death in a parsonage home during the past six years. 
To God be our thanks. 

Revival meetings have been held on many charges with good results. 

With gratitude to Almighty God for His continued goodness and praying 
His blessing on the work in the years to come, I submit this report.

Reports of Committees 



EDUCATION 

The Committee on Education offers the following report: 

The Children’s Day collection, which has aided from the beginning 23,386 
students — 2,189 last year, and this year 2,288 — is more helpful and efficient 
than ever before. This collection is not yet large enough to meet the 
demands. We must and will be faithful in its presentation. 

We endorse and commend the appointment of a religious worker to serve 
our schools, and the tax-supported institutions when and where requested. 

The educational jubilee of our church is worthy the devout support and 
cooperation of all our people. It means better kept campuses, better build- 
ings and equipment, strengthened faculties, enriched curricula, and greatly 
increased endowments. 

We believe that at latest, by the next Annual Conference, Dakota Wes- 
leyan University should line up with the jubilee movement for not less than 
$400,000, to be raised before the close of the jubilee period, February 28, 
1918. This amount would insure a total of one-half million endowment, a 
much-needed gymnasium, and clean up any indebtedness that may have 
accumulated by that time. 

The one public educational collection, eighty per cent at the order of the 
Annual Conference and twenty per cent for the Board of Education, 
authorized by the General Conference of 1912 and continued by the Gen- 
eral Conference of 1916, is a fortunate provision in that it calls for one 
collection instead of two. 

The prosperity of our theological schools is most gratifying. At Garrett 
Biblical Institute the experiment of the four-quarter year has met with 
success far exceeding the expectations of its promoters. The ground has 
been broken for the new dormitories which are to constitute an imposing 
group of buildings to house the school during the coming years. The 
religious life of the school is indicated by the fact that most of the student 
pastors have held revival services. The Student Volunteer Band has sub- 
scribed $1,000 for the support of a foreign missionary. The faithful faculty 
remains unchanged. Drew Theological Seminary enters upon its fiftieth 
year. It has trained more than 2,500 men who have gone into nearly every 
conference and mission of Methodism. Its faculty has been strengthened 
and its course increased to meet the most modern demands. It has ever 
been and now is loyal to the history and life of the denomination. Boston 
University School of Theology has added materially to its equipment, and 
is still crowded for room. We commend our own seminaries as equal to 
the best and urge upon our young ministers the importance of availing 
themselves of their advantages. 

Dakota Wesleyan University continues to be one of the largest assets 
of our Dakota Methodism. Its courses comprise college, normal, music, 
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domestic science, academy, and business mechanics. The educational train- 
ing in each of these departments is of high grade. We are pleased to note 
that the scholastic standards of the college are recognized by the best insti- 
tutions of the country making it possible for the students to enter these 
schools without loss of credit. In this connection we wish to express our 
high appreciation of the tireless work of President Seaman, to whom the 
college owes much for its present scholastic rank. 

The strong Christian spirit which has characterized the institution still per- 
vades. The Young Men’s and Young Women’s Christian Associations are 
organized for aggressive Christian work. The Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation has employed a secretary of earnest Christian character who devotes 
all his time to the 'moral and religious welfare of the students. Bible-study 
classes are formed and it is the aim to interest every student in some phase of 
religious life. A crusade is to be undertaken this year by the Young Men’s 
Christian Association against the use of tobacco. The Volunteer Band is 
active and a number of students have dedicated themselves to the foreign 
field. We recognize in all this the splendid work of our college both in 
scholastic and in spiritual things and again pledge her our most loyal sup- 
port. 

We are fortunate in having Dr. C. V. Gilliland, long time associated with 
the teaching force of Dakota Wesleyan University, and experienced in col- 
lege administration, as acting president, and believe that no interests of the 
institution will suffer under his competent leadership.

HOSPITALS 

We record with great thankfulness the progress of the Methodist Church 
in its fulfilling the Master’s plan of caring for and healing the sick, showing 
thereby Christlike love to our fellow men. 

Our hospitals in this Conference are wisely situated to serve the sick and 
needy in and out of the church, in the widely extending portions of our 
territory. 

The reports of the Methodist Deaconess Hospital of the Woman’s Home 
Missionary Society located at Rapid City and of the Dakota Deaconess 
Hospital at Brookings show a year of great efficiency and loving ministry, 
reporting only eleven deaths out of 793 cases, caring for people of every 
fj denomination and reaching the hearts of unsaved in hours of extremity in 

the care of loved ones. 

We commend the reports of each of these institutions as they appear in 
our Conference Minutes, to the careful reading of every layman and pastor. 
We commend not only to our woman’s organizations, but to all our churches 
and people these hospitals for their generous contributions. 

We chronicle with rejoicing the breaking ground in Mitchell for the 
Methodist State Hospital, an institution state wide in its scope, happy in its 
location, near our Conference college. Its report also appearing in these 
Minutes should have a careful hearing by every loyal Methodist. 

We hope the building may be completed and ready for patients before 
another Conference session. We commend its needs and the work of the 
executive secretary, G. T. Notson, D.D., to our pulpits and loyal Methodists 
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and friends in this time of the founding of the Methodist State Hospital, 
believing those assisting will be called blessed by coming generations.

SUNDAY SCHOOLS 

Your committee wishes to call attention to some great outstanding facts 
in regard to the work of the Board of Sunday Schools. * 

The Board of Sunday Schools was organized at one of the most critical 
periods in the history of the church. The growth of the church had sunk 
to alarming conditions. The situation was so critical that the leaders of 
the church were casting about for some method of staying the tide. 

The Sunday School Board was organized in 1908. In thie ten years previous 
to this time the annual increase in the Sunday Schools was about thirty-five 
thousand. In the ten years following this date the increase was 156,000 per 
year, that is, fourfold as great, giving an increase in ten years of one and 
a quarter millions. 

In 1907 144 Sunday School scholars were converted; in 1915 236,000 were 
converted. The increase in church membership in the twelve years, 1895 to 
1907, was 475,000, but in the four years, 1912 to 1915, it was 488,000, that is 
three times as great proportionally. 

In view of this wonderful record we respectfully urge that every pastor 
see to it that every provision of the Discipline concerning the support of this 
board be rigorously carried out, that nothing may interfere with a generous 
provision for its needs.

and all territory under control of the government as well as for the elimina- 
tion of liquor advertisements and all mail pertaining thereto from the 
United States mail, and we hereby request the secretary of this body to 
furnish to each of the representatives of Congress from this state a copy 
of this resolution.- 

Second — Anticipating a splendid showing at the polls this fall which will 
give us state-wide prohibition, we hereby call upon the coming Legislature 
to pass such laws as will guarantee the elimination of the traffic in intox- 
icating liquors.

. Third — We hereby express our appreciation and commendation of the 
advanced position now taken by so many newspapers and magazines of our 
country which have excluded liquor advertisements in their columns and we 
commend their attitude to other newspapers of the land. 

Fourth — We record our appreciation of the splendid work being done by 
our Board of Temperance, Prohibition, and Reform; of its generous offer to 
expend $2.00 within the borders of the Conference for each $1.00 received 
and for the inspirational visit of its representative, Dr. C. E. Kline. 

Fifth — We call attention of every pastor of the Conference to the fact 
that the election this fall will occur on November 7, and also to the fact that 
a residence of thirty days within the county is required in order to vote and 
suggest that those who move plan their moving so as to arrive at their new 
fields not later than October 7. 

Sixth — Realizing that this is the year of opportunity for the cause of 
temperance and prohibition in South Dakota, we hereby commend the good 
work done by the Anti-Saloon League of South Dakota and heartily endorse 
the plans of the Campaign Committee wherein they ask all the churches of 
the state to use their best efforts every day from now until election in 
cooperation with the plans of the League. 

We believe that the plan of organization which includes a committeeman 
in every voting precinct in the state who will gather a committee about him 
and thoroughly organize the precinct and deliver to the polls every dry 
voter is of vital importance and we urge pastors and people to heartily 
cooperate with the plan. 

We believe the campaign of publicity which is now going on and which 
is to continue with increasing force until election, wherein it is planned to 
use every minister and every layman who will do public speaking or private 
solicitation and thus cover every part of the, counties in the state, bringing 
our interests to every voter and conducting public meetings in every church 
and schoolhouse cannot fail to bring results. 

We have learned that the board of trustees of the Anti-Saloon League of 
this state at its recent meeting passed a resolution fixing October 22 as 
State-wide Prohibition Day and asked every church in the state to observe 
it, and also requests every pastor to preach a temperance sermon on that day 
and to take a free-will offering from the people for state-wide prohibition 
and forward the same to the office of the Anti-Saloon League in Mitchell to 
be used in this campaign. 

We recommend that this Conference elect P. O. Bunt, I. M. Hargett, A. E. 
Carhart, and J. S. Hoagland as our representatives on the board of trustees 
of the Anti-Saloon League.

DAKOTA DEACONESS HOSPITAL FOR THE YEAR ENDING 

SEPTEMBER 1, 1916 

The year has been one of progress. More patients have been admitted — 
more work done — more money received, than during any previous year. 
There have been difficulties to face, and problems to solve, but Gojd has 
been very gracious in fulfilling his promises of guidance and help. 

. There have been some changes in the workers. Miss Simmons, the 
deaconess matron, was obliged to return to her home, but in her place 
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we have Miss Roden f els — a deaconess nurse. Miss Williamson, who has 
been doing evangelistic and visiting deaconess work in the Sioux Falls 
District, is affiliated with our institution. In May the Rev. A. C. Brackett, 
of the Upper Iowa Conference, was secured as financial secretary and 
much of the year’s progress has been due to his efforts. The campaign 
for wiping out the debt of $5,500 and enlarging the capacity of the hos- 
pital is under way with about $8,000 already in sight. A nurses’ home 
has been rented, and the capacity of the hospital increased thereby from 
twenty to twenty-five beds, to meet the present needs. 

The Dakota Deaconess Hospital, like all other Church hospitals, be- 
speaks the cooperation of the pastors of the Conference in procuring suit- 
able young women to train as nurses. A Christian hospital should have 
young women who are strong physically, mentally and spiritually.

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE METHODIST 
STATE HOSPITAL 

The Board of Trustees of the Methodist State Hospital is able to report 
progress toward the establishment of this great enterprise under the auspices 
of the Church and Conference at Mitchell, S. D. 

Following the action taken last year, the raising of funds has been carried 
on in connection with the Commission of Federated Interests of the Confer- 
ence. To this task the executive secretary, Dr. G. T. Notson, has given 
his undivided attention, in conjunction with Dr. J. S. Harkness, field secre- 
tary of the Conference Claimants’ Fund, with the loyal support of the Dis- 
trict Superintendent and brethren of the Conference. The results of the 
campaign are submitted by the commission. 

In January the campaign was put on in Mitchell to raise $20,000, and an 
adequate sum to purchase the site for the hospital. For this purpose $25,461 
was raised in the city of Mitchell and since then $4,225 has been added by 
the canvass of Davison County. In addition thereto, it is expected the cam- 
paign for the federated interests will yield sufficient funds to bring the 
amount available for the building of the new hospital to at least $50,000. 

At a meeting of the Board of Trustees, March 20, it was decided to 
employ Mr. John C. Chapman of Sioux Falls as architect to prepare plans 
and specifications for the new building, and it was also determined to pro- 
ceed with its erection when a sum equal to $50,000 was subscribed for that 
purpose. 

Upon the report made of the progress of the campaign for funds, the 
Board of Trustees advertised for bids for the construction of the building 
to be submitted September 20. These were found to be at figures beyond 
the amount the board deemed justifiable to let a contract. 

It was therefore decided to revise the plans in some particulars, without 
reducing the capacity of the hospital, or affecting its efficiency, thereby 
bringing the cost of the building equipment and site to a figure not to 
exceed $85,000. 

To meet this outlay it will be necessary to raise additional funds to enable 
the Board of Trustees to properly finance the enterprise. From the sub- 
scriptions already secured it is conservatively estimated $30,000 will be 
realized within a year. 

To properly care for the financial demands of the ensuing year it is 
expected that a bond issue amounting to $40,000 may be floated, leaving a 
temporary debt of $15,000 to be offset by the remainder of the subscriptions 
now in hand. 

To provide for the contemplated bond issue in the ensuing years, and to 
bring the obligations of the institution to a figure where the management 
will not suffer embarrassment at the opening of the hospital, at least $25,000 
should be secured within the coming year. 
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Recognizing the fact that the territory which would most naturally 
respond to this great enterprise has been covered by a thorough canvass in 
behalf of the federated interests of the Conference, including the Metho- 
dist State Hospital, it is not reasonable to expect our constituency would 
welcome or respond to a similar canvass. Under these circumstances the 
executive secretary has suggested a plan to interest the organized agencies 
of the church in a modest way in this enterprise, thereby securing substantial 
assistance to the increase of the funds necessary for the building of a 
creditable institution to our Methodism. 

This plan, with the help of new friends, who may be found will doubtless 
justify our hopes to complete, equip, and furnish the most complete, up-to- 
date hospital in our state within the coming year, provided our plans meet 
with your approval. 

In this connection we are greatly encouraged by the official recognition 
of the Methodist State Hospital at Mitchell by the Northwest German 
Conference at its recent session, and the nomination of the Rev. W. H. 
Klaus of Redfield as a member of the Board of Trustees by that body. His 
name will be duly submitted with others for election at this time. 

To successfully consummate his task. Dr. G. T. Notson, the executive 
officer of the institution, will need the hearty cooperation of every member 
of this Conference. With proper support upon the part of all our brethren, 
we shall build an institution worthy of Protestantism and our beloved church. 

We urge the united support of every pastor to this great undertaking and 
bespeak for the executive secretary and the Board of Trustees your prayers 
and cooperative sympathy.

The new rules for computing annuities, ordered by the recent General 
Conference, give the following results: 



L 
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Nearly all the high salaries are retained in the present computation, while 
most of the low salaries are eliminated. 

The rate of annuity that should now be paid is $16 for each year of serv- 
ice instead of a much less amount as in former years. 

The number of years for which annuities should now be paid is 787. If 
the funds at hand would warrant paying the full amount this year it would 
require $12,592. As might be expected, the payment in full of all annuities 
would eliminate nearly all cases of urgent necessity. Therefore not much 
more than $13,000 would be required to meet all demands under conditions 
as they exist to-day. 

From this time forward we may expect a steady, but not very rapid, 
increase in revenues from invested funds. Probably we shall, before very 
long, reach a basis of three thousand to four thousand dollars from interest 
on invested funds. If other sources of income remain as now, we will still 
fall about $2,000 short of the ideal toward which we are aiming. 

To meet the lack we must continue to press collections to the proper limit, 
though the increase required will not be great if all the charges report as 
faithfully as they should and prorating is religiously observed. 

It is important to keep in mind that the number of claimants may be 
expected to increase as the years go by. 

It is the judgment of the Board of Stewards that no brother under sixty- 
five or seventy years of age, unless for the best of reasons, should abandon 
his calling as an ambassador of Jesus Christ with any view to securing a 
share in the Conference funds. 

We recommend that the charges be asked to bring up four per cent of 
pastors’ cash salaries next year.

CONFERENCE COMMISSION ON FEDERATED INTERESTS 

At the session of the Conference held at Sioux Falls last year the fol- 
lowing named were elected as members of the Commission on Federation 
of Conference Interests: 

At large — Dr. J. P. Jenkins, Rev. P. O. Bunt, W. T. McConnell. 

Conference Board of Trustees — Dr. W. S. Shepherd, Rev. G. W. Rosen- 
berry. Rev. A. E. Carhart. 

Board of Trustees, Methodist State Hospital — Dr. J. S. Hoagland, Di. 
J. W. Potter, S. E. Morris. 

This commission met for organization and formulation of a campaign 
in behalf of the outstanding needs of Methodism in South Dakota at 
Mitchell, S. D., on Monday, November 8, 1915, and perfected an organiza- 
tion by electing Dr. W. S. Shepherd president and Mr. S. E. Morris secre- 
tary. After prayerful deliberation the following was adopted as the 

Plan of Campaign for the Federated Funds of the Dakota Conference 

First: That the appeal for these funds, viz.: the Conference Claimants’ 
Endowment Fund, the Methodist State Hospital and other interests be fed- 
erated and the Conference Board of Trustees be made the agent of all 
interests. 
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Second : These funds to be divided upon the basis agreed to and adopted 
by the Dakota Annual Conference, as follows: The Conference Claimants’ 
Endowment Fund, $60,000, the Methodist State Hospital, outside of 
Mitchell and vicinity, $30,000, and for the assistance of pressing cases 
within the Conference demanding immediate assistance, $10,000. Total, 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Third: From the $100,000 named above, $1,000 should be set aside for 
the relief of the Gettysburg Church and $3,000 for the Pierre Church. 
These appropriations to be made on condition that all indebtedness of 
these churches be met save the amount to be loaned by the Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension to these respective organizations, the re- 
maining $6,000 shall be available for 'the expenses of the campaign. 

Fourth : In order to make possible the saving of the churches at Pierre 
and Gettysburg now jeopardized by debt, we recommend to the Confer- 
ence Board of Trustees that a loan be secured sufficient to cover these 
gifts, the same to be paid from the cash receipts of the Federated Funds. 

Fifth: Recognizing the greatness of the task as well as the importance 

of the completion of the same during the year, we believe it to be ab- 
solutely essential to the success of the campaign, that the entire Confer- 
ence, under the leadership of the District Superintendents cooperating 
with the Secretaries of the Boards uniting in the Federated movement 
shall render all assistance possible in an intensive campaign reaching every 
member and friend of these causes by a personal canvass. 

Sixth : We further recommend that a simultaneous canvass be under- 

taken throughout the, whole Conference territory under the direction and 
leadership of the District Superintendent, with such assistance as this com- 
mission may be able to give, covering the months of February, March and 
April, also 

Seventh : That a publicity campaign be inaugurated, as soon as prac- 

ticable, under the direction of the Secretaries of the respective boards. 

Following the above plan an intensive campaign was put on throughout 
the Conference during the months of February, March and April, and be- 
cause of weather conditions and unavoidable delays was extended through- 
out the month of June. Since that time the Secretaries, Dr. J. S. Hark- 
ness and Dr. G. T. Notson have given their time to completing the canvass 
in the Aberdeen, Mitchell, Sioux Falls and Watertown Districts. 

The minimum goal was fixed at 50 per cent of the amount raised for 
ministerial support and the members of the Conference were asked to con- 
tribute on the basis of 10 per cent of their salaries to these funds. Not 
all of the Conference members have responded, but with few exceptions 
the brethren have accepted this request of the Secretaries on behalf of 
the Commission. 

Every Conference member should do this.

The number of 
cases treated, both medical and surgical, and the extremely low death 
rate, together with the improved equipment necessitated by the demands 
of the work and made possible by increased income, notwithstanding 
the large amount of free work done in both institutions — all these are 
cause for devout thankfulness on the part of every Methodist in the state. 

The licenses of the following deaconesses were renewed : Eleanor S. 
Moore, Sarah B. Simmons, Dora Bridges, Cornelia A. Rodenfels, Minnie 
Williamson, Elva L. Wade and Grace M. Bayne. On account of continued 
ill health on the part of Deaconess Winnie Crouch, her request for an 
honorable discharge was regretfully granted. The board has received 
and recorded the transfer of Deaconess Minnie Williamson from the South- 
ern Illinois Conference. 

The attention of the board has been drawn to the lack of young women 
of suitable qualifications that are seeking the service of the Kingdom 
through the channels of the deaconess movement, and we urge our pastors 
to remember this great need and to present the claims of this work to 
the consideration of the young women of their charges.

Rules 

1. The Board of Examiners, consisting of twelve members, shall be ap- 
pointed, organized and conducted according to the disciplinary plan, para- 
graph 598 of Discipline. 

2. Section 1. Only the mid-year examinations and examinations at the 
seat of the annual Conference shall be held, except that undergradu- 
ates conditioned upon any books may have the privilege of taking 
examinations upon said books at any time which may suit the con- 
venience of respective examiners having charge of such books. 
Section 2. Examinations in the following studies will be given at 
the mid-year meetings of ministerial associations or district Confer- 
ences: Admission on Trial; “American History,” “Life of John Wes- 
ley,” “Plain Account of Christian Perfection.” 

First Year — “N. T. History,” “Human Behavior,” “How to Study.” 
Second Year — “History of Christian Church,” “Pupil and Teacher.” 
Third Year — “Beacon Lights of Prophecy,” “Foundation of Chris- 
tian Belief.” 

Fourth Year — “Paul and His Epistles,” “Everyday Ethics.” 

3. Candidates for local deacon’s and local elder’s orders shall conform to 
the requirement of the Discipline, paragraph 602. 

4. In case of the unavoidable absence of any examiner from the meet- 
ing of the board, he shall forward his lists of questions to the chairman, 
who shall arrange for the examinations. 

5. All essays and sermons shall be forwarded to the respective examiners 
at least one month before the date of the annual conference. 

6. A copy of the plan, together with detailed schedule of studies and 
assignments of examiners shall be printed in the Conference Journal. 

7. The chairman shall arrange a schedule for the annual examinations. 

8. No candidate shall be entitled to advance classification who has failed 
to pass in two books or subjects to be studied, or in three books to be read, 
or in one to be studied and two to be read ; and no candidate shall be 
entitled to advanced classification until he has brought up the work in 
which he is delinquent. 
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9. All candidates desiring credits from any institution of learning are 
required to submit the record of such work to the Board of Examiners 
at the earliest possible opportunity. We suggest that no one defer the 
preparation of presented work while awaiting the action of the board. 

10. The Board of Examiners shall be a permanent committee on the 
revision and amendment of the plans and methods here presented; but 
before they become valid, or are used or published by the board, all pro- 
posed changes shall be accepted by the Conference. 

♦♦11. It is the sense of the Board of Examiners that all men in good 
health be required to complete the course of study in the time prescribed. 
We further request the District Superintendents to see that the under- 
graduates on their respective district comply with the above requirements. 

♦♦Attention is called to the* action of the Conference of 1914: “That any 
man who does not complete the first two years of the Conference Course 
of Study in four years shall be discontinued. Page 29 Conference Minutes

MRS. ERNEST REDMAYNE 

Susannah Shakletone Redmayne was born November 26, 1882, at Nelson, 
Lancashire, England. She was blessed with a godly father and mother, and 
through their influence she was led in early life to dedicate her life to 
the service of Jesus Christ. She became an active worker in the Sunday 
School and the Christian Endeavor at an early age, and her young woman- 
hood was full of good works. In August, 1908, she was united in mar- 
riage with Rev. Ernest Redmayne, who was then pastor of the Summit 
(S. D.) charge, on the Watertown District. Since then she has assisted 
her husband in his work at Leola four years, and in Corona three years, 
and recently at Frederick, S. D., and wherever she has been she has won 
for herself many friends by her pleasing manner and substantial Christian 
character. She was the mother of four pleasing children, two girls and 
two boys, one of whom “Little Billy,” went to his rest just two weeks before 
she was called home, and she leaves to mourn her loss the husband and 
three small children. She became ill on July 31, and in spite of all that 
medical skill and careful nursing could accomplish, she entered into rest on 
Saturday morning, August 25, 1916, aged thirty-three years and ten months. 

Just three weeks ago we recorded the passing of “Little Billy,” the light 
of the parsonage home, and Mrs. Redmayne’s death, following so closely, 
comes as a shock indeed to the community and to the many friends of the 
family throughout the state, for until within a few days of her death she 
was not thought to be in so serious a condition, and the end came so 
quickly that friends outside of town could not be advised of her condition. 

Mrs. Redmayne, on account of her family of small children, was tied very 
closely at home, and was not widely known socially, and could not take the 
active part in church work that she wished to, but in her quiet, motherly, 
unassuming Christian manner she won a host of friends, and to be stricken 
just in the prime of her years and of her activity is a calamity indeed, not 
alone to the parsonage home, but to the entire community. 

Owing to the seriousness of Mrs. Redmayne’s condition, Aberdeen doc- 
tors were called in consultation with our local physician, and a trained 
nurse was constantly in attendance, and all that medical skill could devise 
was done to save her life, but all to no avail. 

On account of the serious strain which the family has been under for 
weeks, it was thought best to have an early interment, and the funeral 
service was held Sunday afternoon upon the lawn at the parsonage resi- 
dence, and many friends of the family were present and showed their 
respect, both by their presence and by the bounteous floral offerings ex- 
hibited. Rev. P. O. Hunt, the superintendent of the Aberdeen District of 
the Methodist Church, had charge of the service.

MARGARET E. BROMAGHIM 

Margaret E. Bromaghim was born near Matilda, Ontario, Canada, Septem- 
ber 16, 1864. When three years of age she moved with her parents to St. 
Lawrence County, New York, where she continued to reside until the spring 
of 1886 when she came to South Dakota. She was a resident of this state 
until Sunday morning, October 15, 1915, when she left us to be forever with 
her Lord, at the age of fifty-one years and one month. 

On December 28, 1887, she was united in marriage to Frank L. Bromaghim 
of Spink County, South Dakota. To them has been born one son, Floyd W. 
now fifteen years of age. 

In the fall of 1891 Rev. and Mrs. Bromaghim accepted their first pastorate 
in the Dakota Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and were 
appointed to the Leola charge, which they served for two years. Then fol- 
lowed two years of service on the Hecla charge, seven years at Warner, and 
thirteen years at DeVoe. During all these years Sister Bromaghim was a 
true helpmeet to her husband in his work, and by her beautiful Christian 
life and sacrificial service has gladdened many hearts, winning them for her 
Master, and has exalted the Christ whom she loved and served. Sister 
Bromaghim was taught to pray by her Christian parents, and always had 
the habit of prayer. When about fifteen years of age she was converted 
at a prayer meeting, and soon after united with the Congregational Church at 
Lisbon, N. Y.. continuing a member of the same until coming to South 
Dakota in 1886, when she transferred her membership to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church of Conde, S. D. Sister Bromaghim loved her Lord and 
His work, and no sacrifice was too great for His sake and the people to 
whom she ministered. She was one of the elect who adorned her profession 
by a godly life. She was a generous contributor to the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society, and all the benvolences of the church, and one of her last 
acts was an agreement with her husband that they should give $1,000 to the 
Conference Claimants’ Endowment Fund of the Dakota Conference. This 
was the first gift received in our campaign, and was given by Brother 
Bromaghim on the day of the funeral. 
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Christian fortitude and resignation, amid the suffering of the last two 
years of her life, bore silent testimony to a sublime faith and sustaining 
grace, and finally she triumphed exultantly. A host of friends mourn her 
departure while we rejoice to know that she has entered into the rewards 
of her labor. 

“Why should we call this dying. 

This sweet passing away 
Out of the shadow 
Into the sunshine of eternal day? 

One by one they leave us 
For the other shore. 

By and by they’ll greet us. 

Where we’ll meet to part no more.” 



MRS. LORNE A. McDONALD 

Ida May Rockwell was born at Bridgewater, S. D., October 23, 1884. 
Here she spent her girlhood days, and graduated from the high schools 
of that place in 1903. Afterward she taught school and in many ways made 
herself an influential factor for good in the community life as an active 
worker in the church, Sunday School and Epworth League. 

Being a member of the Methodist Church all her life, and always en- 
thusiastic in that line of work, it is not strange that she should become 
the wife of a minister of the gospel. She was united in marriage to 
Rev. L. A. McDonald, October 18, 1904, and became to him not only a 
sweet and lovable consort and companion, but also a faithful helpmate and 
associate in work of the church and the cause of God, to which they had 
both consecrated their lives. 

During their married life Brother and Sister McDonald have resided one 
year each at Wagner, Springfield and New Underwood, two years at High- 
more, three years at Chamberlain and two at Wakonda, at each of which 
places he has held Pastoral appointments. While the family lived at Under- 
wood, Mrs. McDonald, with her little boy as companion lived on a claim 
out in the country while her husband taught school and was pastor of the 
local church. 

For several years Sister McDonald was in frail health. As her condi- 
tion grew more serious she longed to live for the sake of her loved ones 
and the joy of service. She suffered an attack of the grip in the month 
of December, from which she was unable to rally, and passed quietly and 
peacefully away in harmony with the beautiful life she had lived, early 
Friday morning, December 31, 1915. < 

In her departure Mrs. McDonald leaves her husband and only child, 
a promising lad of nine years, father and mother, one sister and a brother, 
besides a large circle of warm friends wherever she lived. 

The funeral services were held in our church at Wakonda, Sunday after- 
noon, January 2, 1916, the services being conducted by the Rev. G. W. 
Rosenberry, District Superintendent of the Sioux Falls District, assisted 
by the Rev. Nels Fanebust, pastor of our church at Parker, both of whom 
spoke of her beautiful life and character. 
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The brethren of the Conference join in their sympathy and prayers for 
our Brother McDonald and his little son Florin in the great loss they have 
sustained in the death of this beloved wife and mother. 

Sister McDonald was a most beautiful character. She lived a life of in- 
tense devotion to our Lord’s work. 

She was an ideal minister’s wife. 

She will be remembered by very many who were influenced for good 
by her holy life and active influence. 

Heaven was made richer and earth poorer when this good woman en- 
tered the Gates of Pearl on the last day of the old year, 1915. 

MRS. W. H. CORY 

Alinda Stowell was born July 2, 1847, died at Chehalis, Wash., August 8, 
1916, aged sixty-nine years, one month and six days. 

In the year 1876 she was united in marriage to William Henry Cory, and 
with him entered the itinerancy in the Dakota Conference in 1888. 

She was a faithful helpmeet in all the labors of her husband, who served 
acceptably as a pastor within the bounds of this Conference for thirteen 
years. 

Brother Cory’s health broke at the end of this period and they moved 
to Seattle, Wash., where they resided until 1904, when Brother Cory 
triumphantly entered into the better life. 

Following the death of her husband Mrs. Cory moved to Chehalis, Wash., 
to be near her son and family and resided there until her death. 

The funeral services were held in the First Methodist Episcopal Church, 
in Chehalis, conducted by her pastor, the Rev. E. J. Smith, on Thursday, 
August 10, after which her body was taken for burial to Mount Pleasant 
Cemetery, Seattle, Wash. 

Here brief services were conducted in the presence of a number of old 
friends at Seattle. 

Mrs. Cory was a faithful, efficient and loyal worker in the Church, and 
she will be sorely missed by those with whom she has had sweet fellow- 
ship in the Master’s service. 

Her only son, Arthur S. Cory, an honored layman in the Church, his wife 
and two children with many friends who have known and loved this de- 
parted sister, mourn her departure.
